BULLER RETIRES ACROSS THE TUGELA 


And the Relief of Ladysmith is Postponed 
indefinitely. Boers Permit Retirement 
without molestation. No Report of the 
British Losses at Spion Kop; Boer report 
places theni at 1506 Killed. Buller’s 
further movements undscided. 


Winnipeg, Jan. 29, *00. 
London, Monday, Jan .29; Genera) 
Buller has informed the war office| that 
his entire force has retired across the 
Tugela river, Jeaving the Boers in full 


"pontrol. The following is the text of 


™~ 4 General Buller’s despatch, dated from 


Spearman’s Camp, Saturday, 6:10 p.m.: 

On January 20, General Sir Charles 
Warren drove back the enemy and 
obtained possession of the southern 
trest of high table land extending from 


a line -at Acton Homes. and 
Hongrespoort to the western 
Ladysmith Hills. From then 


to Jan. 25th he remained in close 
contact with the enemy. The enemy 
held a strong position on a range of 
small kopjes stretching from north- 
west to southeast across the plateau 
from Acton Hicmes through Spion Kop 
to the left bank of the Tugela. The 
actual position held was perfectly 
tenable but did not lend itself to an 
advance as the southern slopes are so 
steep tha't Warren could not get any 
effective artillery positiou and the 
water supply was also a difficulty. 
On Jan. 28rd I assented ta his,attack- 
ing Spion Kop, a large hili indeed, a 
mountain, which was evidently the 
key of the Boer position, but far more 
accessable from the north than south. 
On the night of Jan. 23 he attacked 
Spion Kop, but found it very difficult 
to hold as it perimeter was tod large 
and water which we had been léd to 
believe existed in this extraordinanly 
dry s¢ason was found to be very de- 
ficient. The crests were held all that 
day against severe attack and a 
heavy sheil fire. General Woodgate, 
who was ip command at the summit 
having been wounded, the officer who 
succeeded him decided on the night of 
Jan. 24 to abandon the position and did 
so before daWn on Jan. 25th. I reach- 
ed General Warren’s carp at, 5 a. m. 
Jan. 25th, and decided that a second 
attack .on .Spion Kop. was useless 
and that the enemy’s right was too 
strong ‘to allow me toforceit. Aceord- 
ingly I decided to withdraw my force 


to the south of the Tugela_ river. At 
6 a. m. I commenced withdrawing 
and by 8 a. m. on Jan. 27th, Gen. 


Warren’s force was concentrated south 
of the Tugela without the loss of aiman 
or 2 pound of storesi The fact that 
the force could withdraw from actual 
touch less than i1,000 yards apart 
fromthe enemy in the manner it didis 
I think sufficient evidence of the moral 
of the troops and that we were permit- 
ted to withdraw our cumberous ox 
and mule transports across the river 
85 yards broad with 20 foot banks and 
a very swift current, unmolested, ig I 
think a proof that the enemy has been 
taught to respect our soldiers fighting 
powers, 


Our men fought with great gallantry 
I would especially mention the conduct 
of the second Cameronians and _ the 
Kings rifles who supported the attack 
on the mountain from the west side 
and in each case fought their way to 
the top also the second Lancasbire Fusi 
liers and Second Middlesex who magni- 
ficfently maintained the best tradit- 
ions of the British army alk through- 
out the trying day of Jan. 24th, also 
Thornycroft’s mounted infantry who 
fought throughout the day equally 
well along side them..

News correspondent thus 


the burial of General Wauchope: 
“Three hundred yards to the rear 
of the little township of Modder 
river, just as the sun was sinking in 
a blaze of African splendor on the 
evening of Tuesday, the 12th of Dec 
ember, a long, shallow grave Jay ex- 
posed in the breast of the veldt. To 
the westward a broad river fringed 
with trees runs murmuringiy to the 
eastward, the heights still held by 
the enemzny scowled menacingly. North 
aad south, the veldt undulated peace 
fully. A few paces to the northward 
of that grave 50 dead Highlanders 
ley dressed as they had fallen ow the 
field of battle; they had followed their 
chief to the ficid, and they were to 
follow him to the grave. _ How grim 
and stern those men looked as they 


lay| face upward to the sky, with 
great hands clasped in the last 
agony, and brows still knit with the 


stern loss of ihe strife in which they 
had falien. The plaids dear to every 
Highland clan were represented there, 
and as I looked, out of the distance 
same the sound of pipes—il was the 
general coming to join his men, 
“There, right under the eyes o} the 
enemy, moved with slow and soiemn 
tread, all that remained of the High- 
land brigade. In front walked the 
ckeplain, with bared head, dressed in 
- his robes of office; then came the pip- 
ers with their pipes, sixteen in all; 
and behind them, with arms reversed, 
moved the Highlanders, dressed in all 
the regalia of their regiments and in 
the midst the dead general, borne by 
four of his comrades. Out swelled the 
pipes to the straias of “The Fiowers 
of the Forest,” now ringing proud and 
high, until the soldiers’ heads went 
back in haughty defiance, and eyes 
flashed through tears like sunlight on 
steel;.now sinking io a moaning’ wail, 
like a woman mourning for her first 
born, until the proud heads drooped 
forward till they rested on heaving 
chests and tears rolled down tha wan 
and scarred faces, and the choking 
sobs broke through, the solemm rhythm 
of the march of death. Right up to 
the grave they marched, then broke 
away in companics, until the general 
lay ia the shallow graye with a, Scot- 
itsh square of armed men around him. 
Only the dead man’s son and a smail 
remnant of his officers stood with the 


chaplain, and the pipers, while the 
solemn service of the church was 
spoken. 

“Then once again the pipes pealed 
out and Loch Aber no More cut 
through the stillness like a ery of pain, 


until I could almost hear the widow 
in her Highland home moaning for the 
seldier she would welcome back no 
more. Then, as if touched by the 
magic of one thought the soldiers turn- 
ed their tear damped eyes frony the 
still form in the shallow grave to 
ward the heights, where Cronje, the 
lion of South Africa and his soldiers 
stood. Then every cheek flushed 
crimson and strong jaws set like st2el; 
and the veins ou the hands 
that clasped the rifles, swelled 
almost to bursiing wilh the fervor 
of the grip, and that look from those 
silent men spoke more eloquently than 
the tongues of orators , for on each 
rowning face the spirit of vengeance 
sat, and each sparkling eye asked 
silently for blood. God help the Boers 


when next the Highland pibroch 
soundgy God rest the Boers’ souls 
when the Highland bayonets charge 
for neither death. nor hell, nor things 


above, nor things below will hold the 
Scots back from their blood feud. At 
the head of the 


grave, at the point 
nearest the enemy, the general was 
laid io sleep, his officers grouped 


around him, whilst in line 
his soldiers were 
Wrapped in 


behind him, 
laid in a dcuble row, 
their blankets. No shots 
were fired over the dead men rest ng 
50 peacefully; only the s»iute was 
given, and then the men marched 
campwards, as the darkness of an 
African night rojled over the veldi.” 
The same graphic writer thus de- 
picts the way in which the disaster 
overtook the Highlanders: “During 
the night it was considered expedient 
that the Highland brigade, 4,000 
Strong, under Gen. Wauchope, should 
get close enough to the lines of the 
foe to make it possible to chargq the 
heights. At midnight the gallant, but 
ill-fated men moved cautiously 
thror gh the darkness Lowards the kop- 
Jé where the Boers were most strongly 
entrenched. They were led by a guide 
who was supposed to know every, inch 
the country out into the darkness 
of an African night, So Ouward, until 


of

three of the clock on’ Monday. : Then 
out of the darkness a rifletrang, sharp 
and clear, a herald of disaster — a 
soldier had tripped in the dark over 
the hidden’ wires laid down by the en- 
emy. In asecond, ina twinkling of 
an eye, the searchlights of the Boers 
fell broad and clear as the noon-day 
sua on the ranks of the doomed High- 
landers, though ‘+ left the enemy con- 
cealed in ‘ihe shadows of the frowning 
mass of hills behind them. , For one 
brief moment the Scots seemed pay- 
alyzed by the suddenness of their dis- 
covery, for they knew that tiey were 
huddled together like sheep within 
fifty yards of the trenches of; the foe. 


“Then, clear above the confusion roll- 
ed the voice of the general—steady 
men steady —and like an echo to the 
veteran’s cry, out came the crash of 
nearly a thousand rifles not fifty 
paces from them. The Highlanders 
recled before the shock like 
trees before the tempest. Their 
best, their bravest, fell in that wild 
hail of lead. General Wauchope was 
down, riddled with bullets, yet gasp- 
ing, dying, b’eeding from every vein, 
the Highland chief raised himself on 
his hands and knees and cheered his 
men forward. Men and officers fell in 
heaps together. The Black Watch 
charged and the Gordons and the Sea- 
forths, with a yell that stirred the 
British camp below, rushed onward,on- 
ward to death or disaster. The ac- 
cursed wires caught them around the 
legs until they floundered like trapped 
wolves, and all the time the rifles of 
the foe sang the song of death in their 
ears. They then fell back, broken and 
beaten, leaving nearly 1,300 dead and 
wounded just where the broad breast 
of the grassy veldt melts into the em- 
brace oi the rugged African hiils, and 
an hour later the dawning came of the 
dreariest day that Scotlaud hasxknown 
for a generation past. 

Sf her officers, the flewer of her 
chivalry, the pride of her breeding, but 
few remained to tell the tale, a sad 
tale truly, but one untinted with! dis- 
honor or smirched with disgrace, for 
up those heights, under similar cir- 
cumstinces, even a brigade of devils 
could scarce have hcped to pass. 
that mortal n:en could do, the Scots 
did, they tried, they faiied, they fell, 
and there is nothing left us now but 
to mourn for them and revenga them 
in vain aij that day Methuen tried by 
every rule he Knew todruw the enemy;

WHEAT AT DAWSON. 

Evidence that the term “frozen 
north” is not applicable to the’ Yukon 
country was brought down a day or 
two ago, says the Morden Empire. 
There was a large sheaf of grain, he- 
sides threshed kernels of wheat, oats 
and barley, in the last evidence. It 
all came from near Dawson City; and 
was grown last year. The wheat 
was sown late in May 
thawed a few inches deep and it} was 
harvested from 75 to 85 days later, 
thoroughiy ripe That is from 10 to 
20 days quicker than the best average 
jperformance in the Red River valley.

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THE FIGHTING BEYOND THE TUGELA. 
Major General Warren began by 
swingirg his troops on the left in a 


flanking movement along the Taba- 


myama a series of broken hills leading 


upward and eastward to Spion Kop. 
The British batteries worked  con- 
tinuously in support of the infantry 
and tons of shrapnel were thrown in- 


to the Dutch position. The enemy 
apparently had few guns, and only one 
was fired with regularity, The Dutch 
had opened fire at daybreak, and the 
British troops had sprung from their 
bivouack into the fight. The Irish 
battalions begas to cheer lustily ever 
an idle report that Ladysmith had been 
relieved and the first kopje was carried 
by a bayonet rush. The remainder of 
the fighting was wary and at long 
range. A strong Dutch force had been 
masse2 on'a commanding kopje strewn 
with boulders and there was a pro- 
tracted musketry fight with a heavy 
fire from British artillery. .

Three 
positions were taken by the British 
during the day, yet the enemy’:{ chief 
srtonghold remained unscathed. ‘This 
was the situation which Ger. Bullen 
bad summed up with judicial impar- 
tiality in his words, substantial pro- 


gress. 

The London Daily Mail has 
the following dated Sunday night, 
from Spearman’s Camp: “There has 
been hot fizhting all day. At dawn 
our attack was resumed along the 
entire line, all the brigades taking 
part. We soon discovered that the 


Boers still occupied the range in force, 
their position being very strong. The 
range is intersected by steep ravines, 
and many approaches are very diffi- 
cult of access. 

“To-day the Boers who were driven 
from their trenches yesterday took 
cover in dongas and behind the 
rocks, with which the hills are strewn. 
The forces therefore commence., the 
task of driving them out, and set to 
work with good heart. In the early 
morning much firing took place and 
our progress was slow but graduadly 
British pluck told its tale and} the ‘en- 
emy, fell back to another kopje. We 
swarmed on and occupied it, and then 
the attack recommenced with the ut- 
most gallantry. 

“The country simply abounds in hills, 
favorable to guerilla warfare, and our 
task is an arduous one. Nevertheless, 
it is being gradually accomplished. 
Whenever any of the enemy were ob- 
served taking up a fresh position, our 
field batteries poured in showers of 
shrapnel, and the rapid movement of 


the guns, followed by accurate shoot- 
ing, must have greatly distressed 
them. 

“The enemy were on the defensive 
almost the entire day, save once 
when they attempted t o outilank 


our left, and were signally checkmat- 
ed. They relied almost entirely on rifle 
A few shells were fired from! :

heavy piece of ordnance, 
fell harmless. 

“We now occupy the lower crest on 
he left and are converging slowly{but 
surely io the Boer centre. The Boer 
loss is unknown, but must have been 
heavy. Their kilied and wounded are 
carried away to the rear rapidly.

A Belleville boy, a “member oc the 
first contingent, writing FER to his 
parents gives the following short de- 
Scription of the-Canadians in South 
Africa : : 

We are in camp in a regular desert, 
sand blowing about all the time. We 
are about 500 miles irom Capo Town, 
up country, We got in Cape Town last 
Wednesday. We got here on Sunday 
morning about 2 o'clock. Everybody is 
anxious to get ouc to the front) as 
soon as possible. he Canucks got 
the credit for being the best body of 
men in physique that went through 
Cape Town. are having drill 
three times a day now. The people 
of Cape ‘lown treated us fine. When 
we were going off on the train, they 
gave us everything we wanted, and 
you couldn’t hear anything but “God 
bless you boys.” I suppose you are 
having it pretty cold now, but we 
are not, you bet! Phew but it is 
hot. We were not alowed to bring | 
our kits with us from the Cape, so 
we have no razors, and if your could 
cnly ses us fellows now with beards 
of all colors and patterns. We are 
the funniest looking lot of tourists 
you ever saw, I tell you we'd create 
a sensation if we were to walk up 
Front St. now. The country here is 
full of Kaffirs and Hottentots, as 
black as Old Nick, and the children 
haven’t got enough clothing on them 
to thread a needle with. People here 
think we wili go home in April. I (will 
try aud get some things to bring home 
when I come back. The people in 
this country say the Canucks are the 


jolliest crowd they ever saw in a ‘hat- 
talion.

FISH IN THE NORTH. 

Some interesting information as to 

the extent of the fishery industry in 
the north, and tae number of fish 
caught in Great Slave lake and the 
Mackenzie river was given the Bulle- 
tin by W. E. Reid, who returned’ a 
few days ago after an extended so- 
journ in the north country. Fish, of 
course, contitute the diet of the north, 
and the number which are caught and 
consumed yearly is surprising. Thd 
following figures were supplied by Mr. 
Reid. They represent the catch last 
Season at tue points named 
Fort Simpson, 
Providence, Catholic mission, 
Providence, Hudson’s Bay Co., 
Baptiste Boviere, trader, 
Hay River, mission, 
Resolution, Hislop& Nagle and

This catch, enormous as it is, does 

not include these taken by the Indians 

and half-breeds, who constitute 90 per 

cent of the inhabitants of the north 

and whose diet is almost exclusively 
whtefish. 


The fish are caught in nets just as 
winter is setting in. After being 
caught they are “hung” which consists 
of stringing them on sticks without be- 
ing either cleaned or scaled, and hang- 
ing the string up out of reach}.of thd; 
dogs. The most palatable way oi eating 
them, Mr. Reid states, is to take a fish, 
frozen ind hang it up alongside your 
camp fire until it is roasted when \the 
skin is peeled off and the fish eaten 
much as one would eat a cob of corn. 
The natives also make a very edible 
“spawn bread” out of the fish spawn, 
The average weight of the whitefish 
is two and a half and three quarter 
pounds. In the winter trout of excell- 
ent quality are caught through the ice 
with lines. Notwithstanding the great 
number of fish which are taken from 
the lake every year the numben does 
not appear to be diminishing, in fact 
the natives report that the fisheries 
for the past few years have been bet- 
ter than they ever were before..

It has been known 
that he was in the neighborhood of 
Tohak (Tokar) six days ago, and expe- 
ditions were organized Trom Saukim 
under Capt, Burgess, with the result 
that Osman Digna was taken unhurt 
in the hills yesterday. He will arrive 
at Suakim to-morrow.
